HORIZONS PAY FEATURES BALLOT MEASURE 

Do you have strong feelings about the California Civil Rights Initiative? Do you prefer one presidential 
candidate over another? Your opinion won't matter unless you vote. 

MSMC is kicking off a voter registration campaign in order to encourage students, faculty, and staff to 
vote November 5, and the goal is to have 100% of eligible campus voters registered by November 5. 

In order to motivate the campus community to participate, a competition has been established pitting 
students against the faculty/staff to see who can increase their percentage of voters more before the 
deadline of October 7, when all California voters must be registered. 

Additionally, the entire MSMC campus has challenged the two other California women's colleges, 
Scripps in Claremont and Mills in Oakland, to see which school can get closest to 100% registration of 
its students, faculty, and staff. 

All MSMC faculty, staff, and students are asked to fill out the one-question registration surveys (red for 
students, blue for faculty/staff) distributed at Orientation, Convocation, and other gatherings. Mail the 
cards to Campus Ministry, Doheny Campus, or drop them in boxes at either Student Activities office. 
The responses from this survey will let us know our starting point. 

To register to vote, stop by voter registration tables that will be set up on both campuses, or call 
Campus Ministry on either campus. After registering, pick up an "I REGISTERED!" card from Campus 
Ministry and return it immediately so that we can tally your participation. Those who aren't eligible to 
vote can obtain citizenship information at Campus Ministry.

Affairs at Loyola Law School; and students who will discuss the issue from all angles.

Mount St. Mary's College Wins Voter Registration Competition 

With 90 percent of students registered to vote, Mount St. Mary's students have won the 
first ever voter registration competition among the three California women's colleges.

"I feel that the competition was quite successful in raising awareness of 

students about the importance of voting and encouraging students and 

faculty alike to get registered. Now we need to follow through and get to ^IliftlbGr 

the polls on November 5 th !" said Pat Disterhoft, assistant professor of Otl£M 

education and chair of the competition. "In 1992, only 43 percent of 18- 

to-24 year olds voted in the national election, so we were trying to combat 

apathy in young voters with this competition," she added. 

Numerous MSMC students registered to vote because of the competition and availability 
of voter registration forms on both campuses. Sr. Maria Angela Mesa, director of Campus 
Ministry at Doheny and survey coordinator, said seven students who had been ineligible 
to vote because they were not citizens, applied for citizenship during the registration 
competition. 

Of the 489 MSMC traditional day students who responded to an anonymous survey, 355 
were registered to vote, 40 were not, and 94 were ineligible. At Scripps College in 
Claremont, 75 percent of students who responded to a survey were registered to vote, 
and at Mills College in Oakland, the percent of registered voters was not tallied, but 200 
new voters were registered. 

The competition comes at a timely point in history- - 1996 marks the 25 th anniversary of 
the 26 th Amendment to the Constitution granting 18 year olds the right to vote. 

Winning the competition means that Mount St. Mary's receives a plaque that will be held 

at the college until the next major election and subsequent competition.

On Sunday, October 27, Mount St. Mary's College participated in the annual Hunger Walk 
in West Los Angeles. About 600 supporters joined the 3-mile walk. The donations made 
by Mount St. Mary's ranked 3 rd place out of all the supporting companies. 

The goal for the Westside Food Bank and Extra Helpings Westside was to top last year's 
donations of $40,000 used to help the local food agencies. This year's donations were 
especially crucial because of the welfare reforms and cuts in food stamps. The local 
agencies need to be fully supplied to help feed the poor and even now, people are being 



turned away because there is not enough food. The battle on hunger has been 
excruciately difficult because every year there are more people to feed.

How much exercise is enough? 

According to HEALTH magazine, even minimal exercise provides health benefits. But 
women who want more than bargain-basement fitness will have to go beyond a daily 
brisk walk. Women who run as much as 86 miles a week have a higher level of HDL 
(good cholesterol). Higher HDL levels reduce the risk of heart disease. Health benefits 
can be obtained through moderate activity, such as walking briskly for two miles five days 
a week. For infrequent exercisers, this may be enough. Heavy-duty exercisers may have 
to step up their routine to achieve high benefits. For those exercise addicts, women who 
carry exercise to extremes are at risk for problems- -menstrual irregularity, infertility, loss 
of bone density, and musculoskeletal injuries, that may outweigh benefits. Stay fit!

TRANSFER OF CREDIT CLEARANCE 

SUMMER SCHOOL: If you are planning to attend a Summer School 
other than MSMC, you need to do several things before 
registering for your classes. 

1. Decide what you will take and where you will take the 
class (es). Ordinarily a student does not take more than 
6 units in summer. 

2. Verify that those courses will be given by obtaining a 
Summer School Schedule from the college. At many colleges 
you must do the student enrollment before you are able to 
register for classes. 

3. Get a TRANSFER OF CREDIT CLEARANCE form from the 
Registrar's Office /Advisement Center. Check the policy 
regarding taking classes elsewhere, after enrollment in 
MSMC (current catalog p. 44). 

4. Check with your Advisor/Advisement Center to be sure that 
the courses are TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and SATISFY what you 
intend to do. If you are taking two classes, you may 
indicate both classes on the same form if they are taken 
at the same college. 

5. Before bringing the form to the Advisement Center, make 
sure you have all of the necessary signatures. Be sure you 
do the paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class off campus. 
Until the form has been completed, reviewed by the Director 
of Advisement, and signed by the Dean of the Campus, you 
cannot be sure that the course is approved. 

6. If you cannot complete the necessary paperwork before 
May 9, you may do so when the information is available. 
If you need to do your paperwork after May 9, please be 
sure to phone and confirm a time to meet with your advisor 
and/or Sr. Therese before coming on campus. 

7. You will find a practice sheet for the TRANSFER OF CREDIT 
CLEARANCE on the back of this page. 

8. After completing the course, the student MUST request that 
an official transcript be sent to the MSMC Registrar's 
Office. No credit will be given until the transcript is 
received. 

9. If you decide not to take the course, please notify your 
advisor and the Registrar's Office. Thank you.
